4. — Have  you  prepared  any  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Company,  and 
if  so,  can  you  vouch  for  its  correctness? — The  liabilities  of  the  Company  are  as 
follows :

Bonds 2,443,533 

Floating  Debt 880,472 


Total $4,208,848 

The  assets  consist  of  the  Road  and  the  Rolling  and  otter  Stock  upon  it. 
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5. — What  is  the  present  revenue  of  the  Company  ? — There  is  no  revenue. 
And  then  he  withdrew. 

The  Committee  directed  the  Agent  or  Counsel  of  the  Buffalo,  Brantford  and 
Goderich  Railway  Company  to  be  prepared  to  lay  before  them,  on  to-morrow,  a  state- 
ment of  the  present  position  of  the  affairs  of  the  Company,  with  a  Balance  Sheet.

The  Committee  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  Bill  (No.  65)  to  incorporate 
the  Buffalo  and  Lake  Huron  Railway  Company,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Mr.  G-alt,  as  Counsel  for  the  Buffalo,  Brantford  and  Goderich  Railway  Company, 
handed  in  the  following  Balance  Sheet  of  the  Company  as  required  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 
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John  G-alt,  Esquire,  of  Goderich,  Examined — 

Q.—Bi/  Counsel  for  B.  B.  £  Gr.  R  R.  Co.]— ARE  you  an  officer  of  the  Company, 
and  what  office  do  you  fill  ? — I  am  President  of  the  Company. 

7. — Have  you  examined  into  the  affairs  and  resources  of  the  Company,  and  if 
so,  state  in  what  position  you  found  them,  and  what  are  their  means  at  present  of 
meeting  their  debts  ?  Witness  proceeded  at  some  length  with  his  reply,  whereupon 

Mr.  Clarke  objected  to  the  evidence,  it  being  entirely  irrelevant  to  the  question. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Morrison,  the  room  was  cleared. 
The  Committee  deliberated,  and 

Resolved,  That  the  Chairman  do  inform  the  parties  that  the  evidence  must  be 
confined  to  the  Resolution  of  yesterday,  viz. : 

"  Resolved,  That  evidence  respecting  the  solvency  or  insolvency  of  the  Company, 
and  its  ability  or  inability  to  proceed  with  the  works  it  is  bound  to  construct,  be 
adduced  before  this  Committee,  such  evidence  to  be  accompanied  by  a  statement 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Company." 

The  parties  were  then  called  in,  and  informed  of  the  decision  of  the  Committee. 
The  examination  of  witnesses  proceeded. 
Question  7  was  again  read — 

Ans.  When  I  was  appointed  President  of  the  Company,  I  found  its  affairs  in  a 
most  embarrassed  state.  It  had  no  funds  whatever  to  meet  any  of  its  liabilities  ; 
there  was  a  large  floating  debt,  and  notes  were  constantly  being  presented  to  the 
Company  with  no  means  whatever  of  their  being  paid.  Succinctly,  Gentlemen, 
that  was  the  position  of  the  Company.  It  had  no  security  excepting  some  £19,000 
at  its  disposal,  which  Mr,  Brown  had  with  him  in  England,  and  that  was  all  it  had 
to  meet  its  liabilities,  or  to  carry  on  the  Road  with.  The  £19,000  was  barely  suffi- 
cient to  meet  the  accruing  interest  upon  the  Bonds  in  England.  That  was  the 
position  of  the  Company  when  I  was  appointed  Chairman.  Its  position  is  worse 
now  than  it  was  then.  As  a  matter  of  course,  the  interest  has  gone  on  accumu- 
lating on  this  floating  and  bonded  debt,  and  large  portions  of  interest  have  been 
since  due  on  the  bonded  debt,  and  we  have  no  means  whatever  to  meet  it.  The 
rolling  stock  and  other  property  of  the  Company  is  mortgaged. 

8 — .Mr.  Foley.~\ — IS  that  Balance  Sheet  a  correct  account  of  the  financial 
position  of  the  Company  ? — I  have  examined  the  Balance  Sheet,  and  it  is  a  correct 
statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Company,  with  the  exception  of  the  sum  of  $19,000 
of  accrued  interest  since  the  1st  of  March  last,  which  ought  to  be  added  to  it. 

9. — Have  you  made  an  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  assets  of  the  Company,  if 
yea,  can  you  produce  it? — I  have  made  no  estimate  of  the  assets  of  the  Company 
other  than  this  statement,  which  has  bren  founded  upon  information  derived  from 
Mr.  Shanhij  and  other  gentlemen  who  were  capable  of  giving  a  proper  estimate 
of  the  value  of  the  Road,  ?nd  are  here  present  ready  to  be  called.  I  am  not 
an  engineer,  and  do  not  pretend  to  state  what  the  value  of  the  Road  is. 
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10. — Counsel  for  B.  B.  $  Cr.  R.  R.  Ob.] — IS  the  Road  how  running,  and  if  not, 
is  there  any  source  of  income  to  pay  interest  and  current  expenses? — The  Road  is 
not  now  running.  I  found  that  to  keep  the  Road  open  instead  of  being  a  profit  would 
be  a  loss  to  the  Company,  and  from  the  slate  in  which  the  Road  was,  very  great  danger 
was  incurred  by  parties  travelling  over  it  it  was  not  a  safe  Road  to  travel.  A  state- 
ment of  the  Company's  affairs  up  to  the  time  of  stopping  the  Road  having  been  made 
out  and  our  liabilities  ascertained,  I  was  afraid,  that  should  the  Road  be  kept  running, 
possibly  injury  might  accrue  to  the  public,  by  which  the  position  of  the  Company's 
affairs  might  be  altered,  and  further,  that  the  Directors  might  possibly  become 
criminally  liable  should  they  keep  the  Road  running  and  any  accident  occur  in  the 
state  in  which  it  then  was  and  now  is. 

11. — Mr.  Smith.] — HOW  long  has  it  been  so? — I  think  about  the  commencement 
of  January  the  Road  was  stopped ;  as  far  as  my  memory  serves  me,  about  the 
middle  of  January. 

12. — While  running  did  the  Road  pay  its  expenses,  and  if  not  state  the  defi- 
ciency ? — No.  I  cannot  state  the  exact,  amount  of  deficiency.  The  Road  was  not 
paying,  I  cannot  state  it  from  memory  at  this  moment,  but  we  have  the  returns  of 
Mr.  Stockton,  our  Superintendent,  which  will  shew  that  it  was  not  profitable 
to  the  Company.  We  could  not  make  it  answer.  We  were  incurring  debt.  I  can 
answer  that  generally — not  particularly  as  to  the  amount, 

13. — Has  the  Company  any  means  in  prospective  of  finishing  the  Road  ? — No. 

14.— How  much  of  the  Road  is  finished,  and  how  much  remains  to  be  finished, 
and  what  will  be  the  amount  required  to  finish  it? — The  Road  is  not  finished  in 
any  part.  It  is  open  from  Fort  Erie  to  Paris,  but  a  large  portion  of  that  is  unbal- 
lasted. From  Paris  to  Stratford  there  is  a  great  deal  of  work  done.  That  is  a  dis- 
tance of  thirty-two  miles ;  and  from  Stratford  to  Goderich,  a  distance  of  about 
forty-fiv^miles,  very  little  is  done,  some  embankments,  and  the  timber  on  the  Road  cut, 
that  is  all.  The  rails  are  not  laid  between  Paris  and  Stratford — it  is  only  par- 
tially done. 

15. — Mr.  Foley.] — AND  is  the  Road  all  graded,  from  Paris  to  Stratford  ? — No, 
it  is  not. 

\Q.— Counsel  for  B.  B.  £  a.  R.  R.  Co.]—  HAVE  the  old  Company  abandoned 
all  hope  of  being  able  to  complete  the  Road  from  their  own  resources,  or  do  you 
know  of  any  possible  plan  by  which  money  can  be  raised -by  the  present  Company, 
either  to  run  the  Road  or  complete  it  from  their  own  resources  ? — No,  they  have  no 
hope  of  being  able  to  raise  money  from  their  own  resources.  I  know  of  no  possible 
means.  The  Road  is  now  burthened  with  an  amount  of  mortgage  debts  on  it,  and 
so  little  is  done,  that  it  would  hold  out  very  poor  security  indeed  for  an  advance, 
and  the  Municipalities  under  the  present  circumstances,  certainly  would  not  be 
induced  to  come  forward  and  lend  a  helping  hand. 

17. — Hon.  J.  S.  Macdonald.] — HAVE  you  the  Books  of  the  Company  in  your 
possession,  a'nd  can  you  now  refer  to  them  ? — The  Books  of  the  Company  are  in  the 
room,  and  the  Treasurer,  who  is  present,  would  refer  to  them  in  a  better  manner 
than  I  possibly  can. 
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18. — Do  the  Books  shew  the  nature  and  character  of  the  various  transactions 
involving  the  liabilities  of  the  Company? — Yes,  together  with  the  statement  from 
Mr.  Lewis  Hope  of  London,  the  Company's  Agent,  shewing  the  transactions  affecting 
the  sales  of  portions  of  the  Bonds,  which  statement  we  are  prepared  to  lay  before 
the  Committee.  This  statement  of  Mr.  Lewis  Hope,  proves  the  manner  in  which 
the  Bonds  have  been  disposed  of. 

19. — Can  you  state  how  the  Bonds  were  issued,  to  whom,  and  for  what  liabilities  ? 
— I  cannot.  I  may  state  this,  $2,243,533  are  active1  Bonds,  The  portion  held  as 
collateral  security,  is  $671,113 :  they  are  only  collaterally  held.  The  actual 
amount  of  active  Bonds  is  as  I  stated. 

20. — Can  you  offer  any  explanation  by  reference  to  the  Books  or  otherwise  as 
to  the  liabilities  which  were  satisfied  by  the  issue  of  the  Bonds? — Yes,  this  statement 
which  I  now  hand  in  (Mr.  Hope's  statement,)  will  shew  the  whole  transaction.

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20. —  [Repeated.] — Mr.  Leu-is  Pope's  statement  will  show  how  the  Bonds  are 
disposed  of. 

21 . — You  hand  in   that  statement   as  an  answer  to  that  question  ? — Yes. — It 
efers  to  the  second  series  of  the  first  Mortgage  Bonds.      The  accounts  of  the  first 
transaction  are  in  our  books,  as  I  mentioned  previously.     (This  statement  refers  to 
the  second  series,  and  the  first  and  third  series  will  be  found  in  our  books.) 

(Cross  examination  by  opposing  Counsel.) 

22. — WERE  any  of  the  Bonds  issued  to  any  of  the  directors  in  security  or 
satisfaction  for  liabilities  assumed  by  said  directors  for  the  benefit  of  the  Company  ? 
— Not  during  the  time  that  I  was  president  the  Company. 

23. — But   do   the  books   shew  that? — The  minutes  in  the   books  will  shew  it. 

24. — But  do  the  books  shew  it.  You  say  "  the  bonds  issued  for  iron  and  so 
on,"  Does  that  mean  all  the  Bonds  ? — No,  I  could  not  say.  They  were  put  into 
the  market  and  sold,  and  money  was  realized  for  them ;  a  large  portion  of  these 
Bonds,  amounting  to  £125,000,  sterling  were  sold  by  Foster  $  Braithwaite. 

25. — Hon.  J.  S.  Macdonald.] — WERE  any  of  the  Bonds  issued  to  any  of  the 
Directors  as  security  or  satisfaction  for  liabilities  assumed  by  the  said  Directors  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Company  ? — Yes,  at  least  the  minutes  in  the  books  shew  it. 

26. — Will  you  refer  to  the  books  and  shew  us? — I  mentioned  before,  that  Mr. 
Winter  our  Treasurer  could  refer  to  the  books  much  better  than  I. — I  state,  that 
there  were  Bonds  issued  to  the  Directors  in  security  for  sums  which  they  had 
advanced  on  behalf  of  the  Company,  so  far  as  the  books  shew. 

27. — What  amount  ? — I  cannot  state  the  amount.  The  books  and  the  trans- 
actions will  shew. 

28. — Opposing  Counsel.'] — WHEN  did  you  become  aware  of  the  insolvency  of  the 
Company  ? — Shortly  after  I  became  President ;  in  July  last. 

29. — How  soon  do  you  mean  by  shortly  ? — Almost  immediately :  I  will  mention 
a  case  which  brought  it  very  much  under  my  notice.  A  party  of  the  name  of 
Batchcldor,  had  brought  an  action  against  the  Company  for  an  injury  he  had 
sustained.  He  recovered  a  verdict  for  £6,000  I  think.  The  Court  allowed  us  a 
new  trial  upon  our  depositing  £500.  I  in  vain  tried  to  raise,  upon  the  credit  of 
the  Company,  £500  to  make  that  deposit.  This  took  place  I  think  immediately 
after  our  first  meeting  at  Brantford,  and  it  was  impossible  for  me  as  President, 
upon  the  credit  of  the  Company  through  any  of  the  Banks  or  otherwise,  to  raise 
that  £500  to  make  the  deposit. 

30. — What  month  was  that  in  ? — That  I  think  was  in  the  month  of  Augnst,  and 
consequently  the  verdict  became  absolute  against  the  Company,  and  we  were  de- 
prived of  the  opportunity  of  having  a  new  trial.  I  went  to  the  Bank  of  Upper 
Canada,  and  to  the  Canada  Company,  and  other  parties,  to  try  and  get  it,  but  I 
could  not. — Mr.  Widder  told  me  very  plainly,  "  that  he  had  no  faith  in  the  Company 
whatever." 
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31. — Mr.  Smith.] — WHEN  was  that  ? — The  deposit  had  to  be  made  about  the 
first  of  August,  and  it  was  antecedent  to  that  date.  This  is  a  mere  matter  of  opi- 
nion, but  I  may  mention,  that  in  talking  to  Mr.  Ridout  and  Mr.  Widder,  Agent  of 
the  Canada  Company,  they  both  stated,  that  they  could  not  do  any  thing  for  me, 
and  I  was  not  prepared  to  shew  that  we  could  give  any  proper  security.  We  had 
no  security  to  offer. 

82. — When  did  you  become  satisfied  that  the  arrangement  with  the  new  Com- 
pany was  the  only  practicable  one  for  completing  the  Road.  Has  no  debt  been  in- 
curred by  the  Company  since  ? — Since  when  ? 

33. — Since  the  time  you  have  just  mentioned,  when  you  applied  for  the  £500  ? — 
The  judgment  as  I  mentioned,  has  been  rrade  absolute  instead  of  being  pending, 
and  the  interest  on  our  Bonds  has  been  running  on  as  a  matter  of  course.  The 
interest  account  on  the  secured  debt  of  course  has  been  running  on  also,  and  there 
have  been  the  Office  expences,  and  a  good  many  legal  expenses  have  been  going 
on  against  the  Company,  and  we  have  been  raising  no  funds  to  meet  this  from  any 
source  whatever.  I  may  mention  another  circumstance  that  will  tend  to  shew  the 
state  of  the  Company  as  to  its  insolvency.  Mr.  Brown,  who  was  sent  home  by  the 
Directors  to  try  and  raise  money,  failed  altogether,  and  he  had  to  deposit  the  Bonds 
of  the  Company  as  security  for  the  accruing  interest.  Interest  has  accrued,  and  debts 
have  passed  into  judgment. 

34. — Mr.  Crawford.'] — THAT  is  not  incurring  a  new  debt  ? — There  was  defence 
on  the  action  at  law,  and  the  interest.  , 

%b.--Hon.  Mr.  MerrittJ] — NONE  but  current  expenses  ? — None  but  current 
expenses. 

36. — Opposing  Counsel."] — DOES  that  show  anything  more  than  that  its  credit 
was  bad  ?  That  is  matter  of  opinion. 

37. — Has  no  debt  been  incurred  by  the  Company  since  ?  No  other  than  that 
already  stated. 

38. — What  amount  of  debt  has  been  incurred  since  1st  August  besides  for  inte- 
rest and  salaries  ? — None  that  I  am  aware  of  at  this  present  moment.  "  Law  Ex- 
penses" I  mentioned  before. 

39. — When  did  Mr.  Brown  go  home  ? — Mr.  Brown  went  home  at  the  end  of 
May,  I  think,  or  the  beginning  of  June,  before  I  had  anything  to  do  with  the  Com- 
pany. 

40. — When  did  he  return  ? — In  September  I  think. 

41. — Is  he  in  Toronto  now  ? — No.     I  believe  he  is  in  Goderich. 

42. — What  attempts  were  made  since  the  return  of  Mr.  Brown  to  make  some 
other  arrangement  instead  of  the  one  with  the  Company  now  petitioning  for  incorpora- 
tion ? — Mr.  Brown  when  in  England  saw  members  of  The  Great  Western  Railway 
Company.  Mr.  Brown's  correspondence  will  shew  it,  stating  what  he  endeavored 
to  do.  That  is  all.

43. — When  did  you  become  satisfied  that  the  arrangement  with  the  new  Com- 
pany was  the  only  practicable  one  for  completing  the  Road  ? — When  the  proposi- 
tion was  first  submitted  I  had  some  doubts  of  it  until  I  became  aware  of  the  actual 
position  of  the  Company's  affairs,  shortly  before  the  meeting  of  the  19th  of 
December  last.  Before  that  meeting  I  felt  satisfied  that  no  arrangement  better 
than  that  proposed,  could  be  made  for  the  benefit  of  the  Company  or  its  creditors. 

44. — How  long  before  the  meeting  of  the  19th  December  did  you  become  satis- 
fied of  it? — I  was  making  enquiries,  and  investigating  the  affairs  of  the  Company, 
and  I  was  gradually  arriving  at  the  conclusion,  that  nothing  better  could  be  done. 
I  cannot  name  any  exact  time. 

45. — Were  you  not,  as  late  as  the  middle  of  November,  opposed  to  the  arrange- 
ment with  the  new  Company  ? — At  a  meeting  of  the  Directors,  the  proposition  of 
the  English  Company  had  been  agreed  to,  with  certain  amendments :  they  were 
sent  to  England  for  approval.  They  were  returned  to  us  with  some  modification, 
and  at  another  meeting  of  the  Directors  which  I  think  took  place  some  time  in  the 
beginning  of  November,  the  modification  was  accepted  by  the  Company  with  cer- 
tain additions  made  to  it  by  myself  which  were  agreed  to  by  the  representatives  of 
the  English  Company,  and  from  that  time  forward  I  considered  that  our  Company 
was  placed  in  such  a  condition  that  they  could  not  go  back  from  the  arrangement, 
and  at  that  if  we  had  attempted  anything  afterwards  (with  this  arrangement  staring 
us  in  the  face)  in  the  English  Market,  that  we  could  do  nothing  there.  I  then  came 
to  the  conclusion,  that  it  was  the  very  best  thing  that  could  be  done  L»r  the  Com- 
pany. 

46. — What  was  the  date  of  that  meeting  at  which  you  became  satisfied  with  the 
arrangement  of  the  new  Company  ? — It  was  the  beginning  of  November  I  think. 
I  cannot  tell  exactly  as  to  a  day — on  referring  to  the  books,  it  was  November  the  10th. 

47. — That  was  the  time  that  you  made  the  additions  and  modifications  ? — Yes. 

48. — Were  the  ruodifications  you  then  made  agreed  to  by  the  new  Company  ? — 
They  were,  by  their  agents  Mr.  Brown  and  Mr.  Robson. 

49. — What  were  those  modifications  ? — The  modifications  had  reference  to  the 
securing  of  the  interest  falling  due  in  England  pending  the  meeting  to  take  place 
on  the  19th  of  December,  and  also  binding  the  new  Company  under  heavy  penal- 
ties for  the  completion  of  the  Road  within  a  given  time. 

50. — Did  not  the  new  Company  propose  through  Mr.  Rolson  an  arrangement 
much  more  favorable  to  the  old  Company  than  that  which  was  ultimately  agreed 
to  ? — I  am  not  aware  of  it. 

51. — Was  the  arrangement  that  Mr.  Robson  proposed  the  same  as  that  ultimate- 
ly agreed  to  by  Mr.  Barlow  ? — It  was  very  nearly  the  same.  There  might  have 
been  some  trifling  alterations.  The  draft  of  the  agreement  Mr.  Robson  produced, 
and  I  read  it  at  the  meeting  of  the  19th  December,  and  it  was  agreed  to  by  the 
Shareholders  then  present. 
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52. — Where  is  that  draft  now  ? — I  cannot  tell. 
53. — What  has  become  of  it? — I  cannot  tell. 
54. — Have  you  no  belief  on  the  subject  ? — None. 

55. — Is  there  any  entry  or  copy  of  it  in  any  of  the  books  of  the  Company  ? 
— None.  To  save  trouble,  Captain  Barlow  now  informs  me,  that  the  draft  is  sent 
to  England.  It  is  the  basis  of  the  printed  agreement  which  is  before  the  Com- 
mittee. 

56. — Can  you  give  no  further  information  than  you  have  done  about  the  agree- 
ment or  proposed  agreement  with  Mr.  Robson  ? — Nothing  more. 

57. — What  were  the  differences  which  you  call  trifling  between  that  agreement 
and  the  one  signed  between  Mr.  Barlow  and  the  new  Company  ? — The  agreement 
agreed  to  at  the  meeting  provided,  that  a  lump  sum  of  £250,000  should  form  the 
penalty  for  non-completion  of  the  Road  within  a  given  time.  I  was  informed  by 
Counsel,  that  a  lump  sum  like  that  could  not  be  recovered  as  damages,  and  the 
agreement  was  altered  so  as  to  make  an  ascertained  damage  at  so  much  a  day  for 
the  non- completion  of  the  Road,  instead  of  a  lump  sum  as  a  penalty.  That  was 
the  principal  alteration  that  now  strikes  me. 

58. — Is  that  draft  agreement  now  in  England  the  only  document  which  was 
read  to  the  Shareholders,  and  to  which  it  is  stated  in  the  Preamble  of  the  Bill  they 
gave  their  consent  at  the  meeting  at  Stratford  ? — Yes.  The  minutes  of  the  meeting 
of  the  Directors  calling  that  meeting  were  read  also.  Now  I  remember,  that  was 
all  that  was  read. 

59. — Was  U  not  part  of  the  arrangement  proposed  by  Mr.  Rolson  that  the  new 
Company  should  pay  something  to  the  shareholders  in  the  Company  after  six  per 
cent,  was  realized  on  the  advances  of  the  new  Company  ? — No,  I  have  already  stated 
that  the  printed  agreement  was  almost  a  copy  of  the  draft. 

60. — Although  then  the  agreement  actually  signed  does  in  reality  differ  from 
the  draft  referred  to,  is  it  to  be  understood  that  the  document  so  signed  has  never 
been  submitted  to  the  shareholders  ? — The  document  so  signed  ? — No.  There  is  no 
difference  in  reality,  and  it  was  agreed  to  at  the  Meeting  and  I  was  authorised  to 
sign  the  agreement  by  that  meeting  when  satisfied  with  it.  I  signed  it  in  accordance 
with  those  instructions.  There  was  no  substantial  difference. 

(Answer  objected  to  by  Counsel.) 

Witness. — I  said  there  were  differences  in  words  and  form,  but  there  was  no 
substantial  difference.  I  cannot  answer  that  question  as  put. 

The  Committee  decided  that  the  question  was  irregular. 
The  Counsel  then  withdrew  it. 

61. — Was  the  agreement  as  signed  ever  submitted  to  the  Shareholders  ? — The 
agreement  as  signed, — no. 
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62.— Did  Mr.  Robson  never  propose  an  arrangement  which  might  or  would  in 
any  event  yield  something  to  the  Shareholders  of  the  old  Company  ? — Not  that  I 
am  aware  of;  I  am  only  aware  of  the  one  proposition,  and  that  was  the  one  which 
has  been  agreed  to. 

63. — Did  you  never  hear  that  he  did  ? — Never. 

64. — Are  you  not  aware  that  a  representation  to  that  effect  was  made  to  some 
of  the  Shareholders  of  the  old  Company? — I  am  not  aware  of  it.  It  will  save  time 
to  explain.  A  number  of  questions  have  been  put  to  me,  upon  the  subject  of 
which  I  am  ignorant.  I  was  in  Lower  Canada  at  the  time  when  the  first  negotia- 
tions took  place  which  are  referred  to,  and  I  have  no  knowledge  of  these  transactions 
to  which  the  opposing  Counsel  seem  to  be  referring. 

65. — Mr.  Foky.~\ — YOU  say  you  were  absent  in  Lower  Canada  at  the  time 
these  things  were  going  on  ? — No,  I  say,  when  they  first  commenced,  when  Mr. 
Rolson  came  out. 

66. — You  do  not  admit  by  that,  that  any  of  the  affirmative  questions  which 
have  been  put  to  you  should  be  answered,  supposing  them  to  be  within  your  know- 
ledge ? — If  they  had  been  within  my  knowledge  I  would  have  answered  them 
as  a  matter  of  course.  They  seemed  to  be  referring  to  some  matter  which  took 
place  when  I  was  away  ;  I  suppose  that  something  of  the  kind  did  take  place, 
otherwise  they  would  hardly  have  asked  those  questions. 

67. — Opposing  Counsel.] — DURING  what  period  do  you  mean  you  were  absent 
in  Lower  Canada  ? — I  left  here  in  the  month  of  August,  and  I  did  not  return,  if  I 
recollect,  until  September  or  October.  I  cannot  recollect  exactly  the  time. 

68. — Are  you  not  aware,  or  have  you  not  heard,  that  some  proposal  Mr.  Robton 
had  made  was  disowned  or  pretended  to  be  disowned  by  the  new  Company  ? — I 
really  am  not.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  any  other  proposition  than  the  one  I  have 
alluded  to. 

69. — Did  any  correspondence  take  place  between  Mr.  Robson  and  the  old  Com- 
pany, and  will  Mr.  Robsorfs  proposal  be  found  in  any  letter  or  minute  book  in  the 
possession  of  the  old  Company  ? — I  have  already  answered  the  question.  I  am  not 
aware  that  any  proposition  of  Mr.  Mobson,  other  than  that  of  Hesdtine  &  Powell^ 
was  submitted  to  us,  which  is  the  basis  of  the  present  division. 

70. — Was  there  any  correspondence  ? — There  was  no  correspondence. 

71. — Was  there  not  some  paper  shewing  what  has  been  suggested,  and  of  which 
about  a  fortnight  ago  Mr.  Stewart  asked  you  for  a  copy  ? — I  never  saw  any  paper 
of  the  kind.  Mr.  Stewart  asked  me  for  a  copy  of  a  minute  of  Mr.  Robson'f, 
which  I  had  never  seen  ;  I  told  him  that  I  considered  he  had  no  right  to  it,  suppos- 
ing that  such  a  thing  did  exist ;  I  had  no  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  anything 
of  the  kind. 

72  — Did  you  not  give  as  one  reason  that  Mr.  Robson  was  not  authorized  to 
make  the  proposition  he  had  made  ? — Mr.  Mathews  has  just  informed  me,  that  Mr. 
Robson  at  the  meeting  at  which  he  was  present,  stated  to  the  Directors,  thai  he  had 

c 
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no  authority  whatever  from  Heseltine  $•  Powell  to  make  a  proposition,  and  that  he 
had  never  made  one.  That  is  the  fullest  answer  I  can  make  to  it.  That  happened 
in  my  absence  and  I  knew  nothing  about  it.  Mr.  Stewrrt  came  to  me  and  asked  me 
for  a  copy  of  a  document  of  which  I  had  no  knowledge.  Mr.  Wilkes  makes  the 
same  remark  as  Mr.  Mathews  with  reference  to  what  Mr.  Robson  said. 

On  motion  of  the  Hon.  J.  S.  Macdonald, 

Ordered,  That  the  daily  proceedings  of  the  Committee  in  relation  to  the  Bill 
to  incorporate  the  Buffalo  and  Lake  Huron  Railway  Company,  be  printed  for  the 
use  of  the  Committee.

74. — Opposing  Counsel."] — TO  what  do  you  consider  the  discredit  into   which 
.the  Company  fell  to  be  owing  ? — Its  inability  to  meet  its  liabilities. 

75. — "W as  one  reason  why  you  ultimately  concurred  in  the  arrangement  with 
the  new  Company,  that  you  became  satisfied  that  the  negotiations  with  that  Com- 
pany would  stand  in  the  way  of  any  other  arrangement  for  raising  money  to  com- 
plete the  road  ? — The  principal  reason  for  accepting  the  present  proposition  is,  that 
it  appears  to  be  the  only  one  that  will  enable  this  Company  to  make  a  fair  dividend 
.  to  its  creditors. 

£Ehe  Opposing  Counsel  objected  to  the  answer,   it  being  no   answer  to  his 
question,]

The  question  was  again  put.] 

Ans.  No.  I  did  not  understand  the  question  correctly.  The  Directors  had 
consented  to  the  proposition,  and  of  course  that  arrangement  would  stand  in  the 
way.  They  had  agreed  to  accept  this  proposition,  and  it  would  have  militated 
against  any  other  arrangement. 

76. — When  do  you  mean  that  the  Directors  had  so  agreed  ? — They  agreed  in 
September,  I  think.  I  mentioned  that  yesterday.  It  was  when  I  was  in  Lower 
Canada. 

77. — At  that  time  did  you  disapprove  of  the  arrangement  ? — I  neither  ap- 
proved nor  disapproved  of  it,  I  was  not  there. 

78. — Was  your  opinion  against  it,  though  as  you  say  you  had  no  opportunity 
of  expressing  any  approbation  or  disapprobation  ? 

[The  Committee  objected  to  this  question,  and  it  was  accordingly  withdrawn."] 

79. — Who  made  up  the  account  or  statement  which  you  produce  of  the  af- 
fairs of  the  Company  of  which  you  are  President  ? — It  was  made  up  immediately 
after  the  order  from  this  Committee  to  produce  it.  It  is  in  Captain  Barlow's 
handwriting,  but  made  up  with  the  joint  assistance  of  the  Treasurer,  myself,  and 
Captain  Barlow.  The  reason  it  was  in  Captain  Barlow's  handwriting  was,  that  he 
was  the  fastest  writer. 

80. — Was  the  statement  referred  to  taken  from  the  books  of  the  Company  ? — 
The  statement  of  this  account  of  the  Bonds  was  taken  partly  from  the  books  of  the 
Company,  and  partly  from  the  statement  of  the  English  Agent.  The  list  of  float- 
ing debts  was  made  up  as  the  claims  were  received  from  the  creditors.  We  gave 
notice  to  the  creditors  to  send  in  statements  of  their  claims ;  and  a  list  of  these 
claims  was  put  down,  and  the  amount  of  the  floating  debt  was  taken  from  that 
list.  The  Stock  account  was  taken  from  the  Stock  book.  That  covers  the  whole 
of  the  items.  These  other  matters  on  the  credit  side  were  taken  from  Mr. 
Shanky's  Estimate. 

81. — Will  you  now  produce  the  list  of  floating  debts  you  speak  of,  and  the 
Agent's  accounts,  and  Mr.  Shanley's  Estimate  ? — We  will  put  them  in,  but  the 
question  is  for  the  Committee  to  decide. 

[The  Committee  objected  to  the  question,  and  it  was  accordingly  withdrawn.] 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Crawford  the  room  was  cleared. 

The  Committee  deliberated. 

The  Petition  of  James  Stewart,  praying  that  the  Bill  may  not  be  passed  with- 
out due  provision  for  the  security  of  the  stock  held  by  him  in  the  Buffalo,  Brant- 
ford  and  Goderich  Railroad  Company  was  read. 

Ordered,  That  the  Books  of  the  Company  be  placed  on  the  table  of  the  Com* 
mittee,  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  parties  concerned. 

Resolved,  That  the  Petitioner  against  the  Bill  be  required  to  confine  himself 
to  the  strict  examination  of  the  witness.

82.  —  Is  not  your  knowledge  of  the  state  of  the  affairs  of  the  Company  derived 
from  inspection  of  Books  or  information  given  to  you  by  other  parties  ?  —  Yes,  we 
used  every  means  we  could  to  get  information. 

83.  —  Have  you  in  your  possession  the  Mortgages  mentioned  in  the  accounts 
produced  or,  a  copy  of  any  of  them  ?  —  No. 

84.  —  Has  the  Company  no  copy  ?  —  I  do  not  know. 

85.  —  Not  to  your  knowledge  ?  —  None  to  my  knowledge. 

86.  —  Who  are  HeseUine  and  Powell,  named  in  the  Account  produced.     Are 
they,  or  were  they,  Agents  of  the  old  Company,  and  for  what  purposes  ?  —  They  are 
Bondholders  of  the  Company,  to  perform  certain  Bonds. 

87.  —  Were  they  Agents  of  the  old  Company  ?  —  Not  Agents.     They  have  since 
been  made  Agents  for  the  settlement  of  Hope's  Account  ;  that  is  all  I  know  of  it. 

88.  —  Mr.  Morrison."]  —  ARE  you  perfectly  satisfied  that  the   Company  are  in 
such  a  state  of  embarrassment,  that  it  cannot  complete  the  remaining  portion  of  its 
Railway  ?  —  Yes. 

89.  —  Do  you  think  it  possible  that  any  other  mode  can  be  adopted  to  bring  the 
Company  out  of  its  present  state  of  embarrassment  ?  —  I  do  not  think  that  any  other 
mode  can  be  adopted. 

90.  —  jfcfr.  Foley."]  —  ARE  you  acquainted  with  the  parties  making  application 
for  the  renewed  Charter,  and  what  do  you  know  as  to  their  responsibility.     From 
your  knowledge  of  them,  can  you  speak  as  to  the  probability  of  their  completing 
the  Road  ?  —  Personally  I  know  nothing  of  the  parties.    I  have  seen  letters  and  cor- 
respondence from  them  which  shew  that  they  have  a  considerable  amount  paid  on 
their  stock,    paid  into  the  credit  of  their  Bankers,  and  I  feel  no  doubt  of  their 
ability  to  complete  the  Road.     Personally  I  know  nothing  about  it  except  from  my 
friend  Captain  Barlow. 

Robert  Hilaro  Barlow,  Esq.,  Examined  : 
Ques.  90  put  to  witness. 


.  —  With  respect  to  the  parties  making  application  for  the  renewed  Charter, 
I  know  nearly  all  of  them.  They  are  some  of  the  largest  capitalists  in  London. 
Their  responsibility  of  course  is  dependent  upon  their  position.  As  I  have  said, 
they  are  some  of  them  the  largest  capitalists  in  London.  From  my  knowledge 
of  them  there  is  not  the  slightest  doubt  in  the  world  of  their  ability  to  raise  any 
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amount  of  money  to  complete  the  Road.  All  the  shares  which  have  been  offered 
have  been  taken  up,  and  twenty-five  per  cent,  has  been  paid,  and  has  been  in  the 
Commercial  Bank  of  London  for  the  last  six  months.  About  £100,000  sterling  has 
been  lying  in  that  Bank  for  the  last  six  months. 

Mr.  Foley  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Merritt,  that  a  prima  facie  case  of  embar- 
rassment of  the  Buffalo,  Brantford,  and  Goderich  Railway  Company  has  been  made 
out,  and  that  it  now  remains  to  the  Petitioners  against  the  Bill  to  disprove  the  case 
made  out,  by  producing  such  counter  evidence  as  it  may  be  in  their  power  to  obtain.

"Company,  or  that  might  thereafter  during  the  continuance  of  the  said  Indenture 
"  be  purchased  for  the  use  <  f  the  said  Company,  contained  or  being  in  any  of  the 
"  offices  of  the  said  Company  in  any  and  every  County  of  Upper  or  Lower  Ca- 
"  nada  whereat  the  said  Company  might  have  an  office  or  station  or  through  which 
"  the  said  line  or  any  branch  thereof  might  have  been  or  should  be  constructed  :  " 

"  And  whereas  the  Electric  Telegraph  Companies  Incorporation  Act  of  1852 
"  does  not  in  express  terms  confer  upon  Companies  incorporated  under  its  provi-

"  structed,  and  does  not  confer  upon  private  individuals  the  power  to  acquire,

"  viving  mortgagee  above-named  and  the  said  Grand  Trunk  Telegraph  Company, 
"have  by  their  petition  setting  forth  the  facts  above  stated",  prayed  that  the  said 
"  Telegraph  Line  and  the  other  property  so  purchased  as  aforesad  may  be  vested 
"  in  the  said  William  Weller,  and  that  he  may  have  the  necessary  powers  for

"  exercise,  with  respect  thereto,  all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges,  conferred

"said  Electric  Telegraph  Companies' Incorporation  Act  of  1852.  or  by  its  special

"  effect  as  a  full  discharge  and  indemnity  to  the  said  Directors,  from  all  claims, 
"  actions  and  proceedings  at  law  or  in  equity  on  the  part  of  the  said  Municipalities, 
"or  any  other  party  or  parties  whatsoever,  for  or  by  reason  of  the  said  action  and 
4  proceedings  in  the  premises." 

The  seventh  and  eighth  clauses  were  severally  read  and  adopted. 

The  ninth  clause  [Municipalities  may  carry  out  resolutions,  &c.,  in  favour  ol 
the  Company]  being  read, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  clause  be  struck  out  and  the  following  clause  A  in- 
serted in  lieu  thereof : 
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(Clause  A.) 

"  That  any  By-law  for  aiding  the  said  Railway  or  changing  the  position  of  any 
"  bonds  or  stock,  with  reference  to  priority  or  otherwise,  before  the  same  shall  be 
"  of  any  force  or  effect,  shall  be  first  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  rate-payers  of  the 
"  Municipality  interested,  for  their  approval,  and  assented  to  by  them  or  a  majority 
*'  of  those  voting  thereat,  which  vote  shall  take  place  at  such  place  as  may  be 
"fixed  by  the  Municipal  Council  interested,  and  of  which,  one  month's  previous 
*'  notice  shall  be  given  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  fourth  sub-section  of  the 
"  second  section,  of  the  Act  sixteenth  Victoria,  chapter  twenty-two*"

"  in  such  manner  and  to  such  extent  as  such  Municipalities  or  any  of  them  shall 
"  think  expedient :  Provided  always,  that  no  such  aid,  loan,  or  guarantee  shall  be 
*'  given  except  after  the  passing  of  By-laws  for  the  purpose,  and  the  adoption  of 
"  such  By-laws  by  the  rate-payers,  as  provided  in  the  ninth  section  of  this  Act."

SCHEDULE  A. 

Proposal  by  Mr.  O'Reilly  to  the  delegates  of  the  Municipalities  of  Woodstock, 
North  Norwich,  South  Norwich,  Windham,  Simcoe  and  Woodhouse. 

1.  That  the  said  Municipalities  should  take  the  bonds  of  the  Woodstock  and 
Lake  Erie  Railway  and  Harbour  Company,  for  any  aid  already  given  and  to  be 
given  to  the  said  Company,  which  shall  be  postponed  or  subject  to  first  mortgage 
bonds  to  be  issued  by  the  Company  to  the  amount  of  one  million  pounds. 

2.  Private  stock  shall  be  taken  to  the  amount  of  from  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand   pounds  to  one  million  pounds,  in  this  and  the  road  westward  of  St. 
Thomas. 

3.  That  the  Municipalities  contribute  towards  the  enterprise  three  years  in- 
terest at  six  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  their  aid,  as  a  gratuity,  that  is  to  say :  the 
Company  will  pay  the  interest  in  the  mean  time,  (beginning  with  and  including 
the  year's  interest  now  past  due)  and  take  the  bonds  of  the  Municipalities  for  the 
amount,  payable  at  the  end  of  twenty  years,  with  interest  half  yearly. 

4.  That  in  the  mean  time  such  a  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  put  in  as  shall  be 
nominated  through  Mr.  O'Reilly,  who  of  course  are  to  have  the  unfettered  direc- 
tion, control  and  management  of  the  whole  undertaking. 

5.  That  whether  the  mode  of  carrying  out  this  arrangement  shall  be  by  the 
Municipalities  first  converting  their  bonds  into  slock,  and  afterwards  giving  up 
their  stock  and  taking  the  Company's  bonds  for  the  amount,  (which  would  be 
payable  at  the  end  of  twenty  years,  or  sooner  if  the  Company  please  to  pay  them 
sooner)  in  either  case  the  Municipalities  and  all   others  concur  in  getting  any 
amendment  in  the  law,  necessary  or  desirable  for  this  purpose,  as  well  as  also  for 
legalising  what  has  been  already  done  by  the  Directors  of  the  said  Company,  in 
so  far  as  the  thinking  and  dealing  with  the  bonds  of  the  Municipalities,  and  other 
necessary  matters. 

6.  That  it  shall  be  optional  with  him,  to  decide  whether  the  Municipalities 
shall  become  and  remain  shareholders  in  the  Company,  or  be  bond  holders,  as 
first   above   described :  But  if  shareholders,  of  course  they  would  stand  on  the 
same  footing  as  other  ordinary  shareholders,  the  payment  of  the   interest  being 
made  by  the  Company  during  construction ;  also  in  such  case  they  would  no- 
make  the  contribution  of  the  three  years  interest  above  referred  to  ;  but  this  agreet 
ment  to  be  binding  in  all  other  respects. 
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7.  If  it  be  determined  that  the  Municipalities  are  to  be  bondholders,  the  Com- 
pany to  pay  two  per  cent,  per  annum  (for  sinking  fund)  on  the  principal  of  their 
(the  Company's)  bonds  ;  and  the  Company's  bonds  in  favor  of  the  Municipalities 
to  be  so  drawn  that  the  Company  have  the  option  of  paying  them  oft'  at  any  time 
before  the  expiration  of  the  twenty  years,  that  is  to  say,  at  any  time  before  due  ; 
and  if  the  Municipalities  are  to  remain  shareholders,  the  Company  to  have  the 
right  to  take  their  stock  at  par  at  any  time  in  ten  years  from  this  date. 

8.  It  is  understood  that  the  Road  from  Woodstock  to  Port  Dover  shall  be  put 
in  running  order  within  a  reasonable  time,  say  two  years  from  this  date. 

The  above  written  proposition  is  accepted  and  agreed  to  on  the  part  of  the  said 
Municipalities.

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The  Committee  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  Bill  (No.  277)  to  render 
operative  the  Carillon  and  Grenville  section  of  the  Montreal  and  Bytown 
Railway. 

The  Preamble  being  again  read,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  all  after  "  Whereas"  be  struck  out  and  the  following  in- 
serted : 

"  The  Montreal  and  Bylown  Railway  Company  have  already  constructed  a 
"portion  of  the  said  Railway  consisting  of  about  twelve  and  a  half  miles  from 
"  Carillon  to  Grenville,  which  has  been  ready  for  use  during  the  last  two  years  ; 
"  And  whereas  the  Company,  in  consequence  of  financial  difficulties,  have  been 
"unable  to  complete  the  said  road,  and  have  been  prevented  from  working  the 
"portion  of  the  same  already  completed,  by  the  proprietors  of  the  lands  through 
"which  the  said  road  passes  not  having  been  indemnified  for  the  same;  And 
"  whereas  it  would  be  advantageous  to  that  portion-  of  the  country,  and  to  the 
u  creditors  of  the  said  Company,  that  the  said  portion  of  the  road  should  be  put 
"  in  operation  .  Therefore  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
"  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows  :'' 

"  I.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Directors  of  the  said  Company  to  transfer, 
"  within  one  year  from  the  passing  of  this  Act,  the  said  portion  of  the  said  Rail- 
"way  from  Carillon  to  Grenville,  with  the  rolling-stock,  to  the  Wardens  for  the 
"  time  being,  of  the  Municipalities  of  the  Counties  of  Ottawa  and  Argenteuil, 
"  in  trust,  for  the  purpose  of  working  the  said  road  for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors 
"  of  the  said  Company ;  and  the  said  Wardens  shall  have  all  the  rights,  privileges 
"  and  powers  of  the  said  Company,  for  the  purposes  of  purchasing  lands  and  of 
"  working  and  managing  that  portion  of  the  said  Railway." 

"  II.  The  transfer  of  the  said  section  of  the  Road  shall  not  be  accepted  by 
11  the  Wardens  of  the  said  Municipalities,  without  the  consent  of  the  Members  of 
"  the  Councils,  expressed  by  a  Resolution  to  be  passed  at  a  Special  Meeting  called 
"  for  the  purpose  after  fifteen  days  notice." 

"  III.  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  said  Wardens,  by  and  with  the  consent 
"of  the  Municipal  Councils  of  the  said  Counties  of  Ottawa  and  Argenteuil,  to 
"  borrow  a  sum  not  exceeding  six  thousand  pounds  Sterling,  for  the  purpose  of 
"  paying  and  indemnifying  the  proprietors  of  the  lands  through  which  the  said 
"  portion  of  the  road  runs,  and  also  to  pay  the  claims  of  the  workmen  who  have 
**  been  employed  on  the  said  Road,  and  to  make  the  necessary  repairs  to  put  the 
u  same  in  working  order,  on  the  security  of  the  said  portion  of  the  road  and  to 
41  be  a  first  mortgage  on  the  same." 

"  IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Wardens  to  apply  the  proceeds  of  the 
a  said  road, — first,  to  the  payment  of  the  running  expenses ;  secondly,  to  the  pay- 
"  ment  of  the  interest  on  the  said  sum  of  six  thousand  pounds  sterling,  or  any 
**  portion  thereof  which  may  have  been  borrowed  by  the  said  Wardens  for  the 
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"  purposes  aforesaid ;  thirdly,  for  creating  a  sinking  fund  of  two  per  cent,  per 
"  annum  on  the  sum  so  borrowed,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  same  ; — and  the 
"balance  of  said  proceeds,  if  any,  shall  be  by  them  deposited  in  some  chartered 
"  Bank  in  the  City  of  Montreal,  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  claims  of  the 
"creditors  against  the  said  Company,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  claims  and 
"  according  to  the  priority  or  preference  of  such  claims." 

"  V.  The  said  Montreal  and  Bytown  Railway  Company  shall  have  a  right  to

"  or  such  portion  thereof  as  shall  have  been  borrowed  for  the  purposes  aforesaid

"  passing  of  this  Act/' 

"VII.  This  Act  shall  be  deemed  a  Public  Act."

Page  2,  line  11,  expunge  the  following  section  :  "Fifth, — The  said  bond- 
"  holders  shall  have  a  right  to  a  representation  in  the  directory  of  the  said  Com- 
"  pany  ;  the  proportion  of  bond  Directors  to  stock  Directors  being  ^n  the  ratio  of 
"  the  amount  raised  by  the  Company  on  its  bonds  to  the  amount  paid  up  on  its 
"  stock." 

The  said  clause  as  amended  was  adopted. 

The  fourth  clause  [Directors  punishable  for  breach  of  the  said  conditions] 
being  read, 

Ordered,  that  the  said  clause  be  expunged. 

•» 

The  fifth  clause  [Subscriptions  may  be  payable  in  land,  labor,  &c.]  being 
read, 

Ordered,  that  the  said  clause  be  expunged. 

Ordered,  That  the  following  clauses,  A,  B  and  C,  be  added  to  the  Bill,  and 
do  follow  the  third  clause  : 

(Clause  A.} 

"  And  whereas  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  said  Company  to  possess  gravel- 
"  pits,  and  lands  containing  deposits  of  gravel,  as  well  as  lands  for  stations  and 
"  other  purposes,  at  convenient  places  along  their  line  of  Railway  for  construct- 
"  ing  and  keeping  in  repair  and  for  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  said  Rail- 
"  way,  and  as  such  gravel  pits  or  deposits  cannot  at  all  times  be  procured  with- 
"  out  buying  the  whole  lot  of  land  whereon  such  deposits  may  be  found— It  is 
"  therefore  enacted,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Company,  and  they  are 
"  hereby  authorized,  from  time  to  time  to  purchase,  have,  hold,  take,  receive,  use 
"  and  enjoy,  along  the  line  of  the  said  Railway  or  separated  therefrom,  and  if 
"  separated  therefrom  then  with  the  necessary  right  of  way  thereto,  any  lands, 
"  tenements  and  hereditaments  which  it  shall  please  Her  Majesty  or  any  person 
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"  or  persons,  or  bodies  politic,  to  give,  grant,  sell  or  convey  unto,  and  to  the  use 
11  of  or  in  trust  for  the  said  Company,  their  successors  and  assigns  ;  and  it  shall 
"  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Company  to  establish  stations  or  workshops  on 
"  any  of  such  lots  or  blocks  of  land,  and  from  time  to  time,  by  deed  or  bargain 
"  and  sale  or  otherwise,  to  grant,  bargain,  sell  or  convey  any  portion  of  such 
"  lands  not  necessary  to  be  retained  for  gravel-pits,  sidings,  branches,  wood- 
"  yards,  station-grounds  or  workshops,  or  for  effectually  repairing,  maintaining 
"  and  using  to-  the  greatest  advantage,  the  said  Railway  and  other  works  con- 
"  nected  therewith." 

(Clause  B.) 

"  And  whereas  it  is  necessary  to  increase  the  Capital  Stock  of  the  said 
"  Company,  the  said  Capital  Stock  shall  be  Two  Hundred  and  Seventy  Thousand 
"  Pounds,  to  be  raised  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  said  Act  of  incorporation." 

(Clause  C.) 

"  Whenever  the  Directors  shall  have  been  elected  and  ten  per  cent,  of  the 
"  whole  Capital  of  the  Company  shall  have  been  paid  up  and  deposited  in  some 
"  chartered  Bank  for  ihe  purposes  of  the  said  Railway,  and  secured  to  be  applied 
"  to  such  purposes  only  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  then  and 
"  not  before,  the  said  Company  may  commence  the  said  Railway  and  the  works 
"  therewith  connected,  and  shall  go  into  full  operation  in  all  respects  ;  Provided 
"  always,  that  the  Survey  for  the  said  Railway  may  be  commenced  and  made 
"  by  the  said  Company  at  any  time  after  the  passing  of  this  Act." 

The  sixth  and  seventh  clauses  were  severally  read  and  adopted. 

Ordered,  That  the  following,  clause  D,  be  added  to  the  Bill,  and  do  follow 
the  seventh  clause  : 

Clause  D. 

"  So  much  of  the  Act  incorporating  the  Poft  Whitby  and  Lake  Huron  Rail- 
"  way  Company  as  may  be  inconsistent  with  this  Act,  is  hereby  repealed." 

The  eighth  (and  last)  clause  was  read  and  adopted. 

Ordered,  That  the  Chairman  pro  tern,  do  report  the  said  Bill  as  amended  to 
the  House  this  day.

The  Committee  took  into  consideration  Bill  No.  260,  to  provide  for  and  en- 
courage the  construction  of  a  Railway  from  Lake  Huron  to  Quebec. 

The  Preamble  being  read,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  all  after  the  word  "  Whereas  "  be  struck  out,  and  the  follow- 
ing inserted  : — 

"It  is  of  utmost  importance  to  the  general  interests  of  this  Province,  that  a 
"main  line  of  Railway  communication  should  be  opened  from  Lake  Huron  to  the 
"Ottawa  and  thence  to  Quebec  in  the  most  direct  line  ;  And  whereas  the  opening 
"of  such  line  from  Arnprior  or  someplace  between  Arnprior  and  Pembroke,  on 
"  the  River  Ottawa,  to  such  point  on  Lake  Huron  as  may  be  found  best  adapted  for 
"  the  purpose,  would  secure  for  the  said  main  line  so  large  a  proportion  of  the 
"  travel  and  traffic  of  the  Great  West  as  to  ensure  the  success  of  the  remainder  of 
"  the  line  from  the  River  Ottawa  to  Quebec,  while  it  would  also  open  for  settle- 
"ment  a  most  valuable  tract  of  country  now  unimproved  and  waste,  and  it  is  there- 
fore expedient  to  grant  special  encouragement  and  aid  to  the  construction  of  such 
"Railway  as  aforesaid  :  Therefore  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
**  sent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows :" 

"  I.  The  Presidents,  Directors  and  Stockholders  of  the  North  Shore  Railway 
"Company,  the  Vaudreuil  Railway  Company,  Montreal  andBytown  Railway  Com- 
"  pany,  the  Bytown  and  Pembroke  Railway  Company,  and  the  Brockville  and 
"Ottawa  Railway  Company,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and 
"  corporate  by  the  n;tme  of  the  Lake  Huron,  Ottawa  and  Quebec  Junction  Rail- 
"  way  Company,  each  for  the  share  hereinafter  mentioned. " 

"II.  Each  of  the  said  Companies  shall  have  a  share  in  the  Company  hereby 
"  constituted,  and  hereinafter  called  the  new  Company,  proportionate  to  the  length 
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"of  so  much  of  its  own  Railway  as  forms  part  of  the  general  line  from  the  Upper 
"  Ottawa  to  Quebec,  but  inasmuch  as  the  distance  from  Montreal  to  Bytown  ought 
"only  to  be  reckoned  once  in  establishing  such  proportion  ;  therefore — " 

"  1.  The  Montreal  and  Bytown,  and  the  Vaudreuil  Railway  Companies  shall 
"  only  be  entitled  together  to  a  share  in  the  new  Company,  proportionate  to  the 
"  whole  distance  from  Montreal  to  Bytown  ;" 

"  2.  And  dividing  the  Capital  of  the  new  Company  into  one  thousand  parts, 
"the  number  of  parts  to  which  each  Company  \vill  be  entitled,  shall  be  as  fol- 
"  lows,  viz :''

"III.  The  several  clauses  of  the  Rail  way  Clauses  Consolidation  Act  with  res- 
"  pect  to  the  first,  second,  third  and  fourth  clauses  thereof,  and  also  the  several 
"  clauses  of  the  said  last  mentioned  Act  with  respect  to  Interpretation,"  ''  Incorpo- 
"  ration/'  "  Powers,"  "  Plans  and  Surveys,"  "  Lands  and  their  valuation,"  "  High- 
"  ways  and  Bridges,"  "Fences,'' "Tolls,1' "General  Meetings,"  "  Directors,  their 
"  election  and  duties,' '"  Shares  and  their  transfer/'  "  Municipalities/'  "  Shareholders/' 
"  Actions  for  indemnity,  and  fines  and  penalties  and  their  prosecution,"  "  Working 
''of  the  Railway,"  ?md  "General  Provisions,"  shall  be  incorporated  with  this  Act, 
"  and  shall  accordingly  apply  to  the  said  Company,  and  the  said  Railway,  except 
"  only  in  so  far  as  it  may  be  inconsistent  with  the  express  enactments  thereof  ;  and 
"  the  expression  "  this  Act"  when  used  herein  shall  be  understood  to  include  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Railway  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  which  are  incorporated  with 
"  th's  Act  as  aforesaid." 

"  IV.  The  Company  hereby  incorporated  and  their  servants  and  agents  shall 
"have  full  power  under  this  Act  to  lay  out,  construct  and  complete  a  Railway  con- 
"  nection  between  the  River  Ottawa,  at  Arnprior,  or  some  place  between  Arnprior 
"  and  Pembroke,  and  the  waters  of  Lake  Huron  at  such  point  as  may  seem  to  the 
"  Company  best  adapted  to  attain  the  objects  mentioned  in  the  Preamble,  with  full 
"  power  to  pass  over  any  portion  of  the  country  between  the  points  aforesaid,  and 
"to  carry  the  said  Railway  through  the  Crown  Lands  lying  between  the  same 
"  without  indemnity  or  compensation." 

"  V.  The  Capital  of  the  Company  hereby  incorporated  shall  be  six  thousand 
"  five  hundred  pounds  sterling  for  each  mile  in  length  of  their  Railway  from  the 
"  Ottawa  to  Lake  Huron,  (with  power  to  increase  the  same  in  the  manner  provided 
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"  by  the  Railway  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  which  said  capital  shall  be  held  by  the 
"  Companies  aforesaid,  in  the  proportions  hereinbefore  mentioned." 

"  VI.  The  Presidents  for  the  time  being,  of  the  several  Companies  aforesaid, 
"  and  one  Director  of  each  to  be  chosen  by  the  other  Directors  thereof,  shall  form 
"  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  new  Company,  and  shall  elect  a  President  and  Vice- 
president  from  among  themselves." 

"  VII.  The  said  Directors  shall  have  the  powers  of  Directors  under  the  Rail- 
"  way  Clauses  Act,  except  that  the  calls  for  instalments  on  the  capital  shall  be 
"  made  upon  the  several  Companies  composing  the  said  new  Company,  instead  of 
"being  made  upon  the  individuals  shareholders  :  and  upon  such  call  being  made, 
"  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Directors  of  each  Company  forthwith  to  pay  the  amount 
"  thereof  to  the  Directors  of  the  new  Company  if  they  have  a  sufficient  sum  in  their 
"hands,  and  if  not,  they  shall  forthwith  make  such  call  upon  the  shareholders  of 
"  their  Company  as  will  enable  them  to  pay  such  instalment  to  the  new  Company, 
"  and  in  default  of  their  making  such  call,  they  shall  themselves  be  personally  lia- 
M  ble  to  pay  the  same." 

"VITI.  The  Capital  Stock  of  each  of  the  said  Companies  shall  be  increased  by 
"  such  sum  as  shall  be  requisite  to  pay  its  share  of  the  Capital  of  the  new  Company  •, 
"  and  such  additional  Capital  may  be  raised  by  each  of  the  said  Companies,  either 
"  by  the  issue  of  new  Shares  or  in  any  other  way  in  which  money  may  be  raised 
"  by  such  Company,  under  its  Special  Act  and  the  clauses  of  the  Railway  Clauses 
"  Act  incorporated  with  such  Special  Act." 

"  IX.  The  Capital  raised  by  the  issue  of  new  shares  shall  be  divided  into  shares 
"of  twenty-five  pounds  sterling  each  ;  and  the  Directors  of  any  of  the  said  Com- 
"  panics  may,  if  they  see  fit,  pass  a  By-law  for  converting  the  present  shares  of  its 
"  stock  into  shares  of  twenty-five  pounds  sterling  each,  at  par,  and  in  that  case 
"  each  Stockholder  be  deemed  to  hold  stock  to  the  number  of  sterling  shares  which 
"  will  be  nearest  to  and  not  less  than  the  value  of  his  present  shares,  paying  the 
"  Company  the  difference,  if  any.v 

"  X.  Whenever  the  whole  capital  of  the  said  Companies  shall  have  been  sub- 
"  scribed,  including  the  amount  required  to  pay  the  share  of  each  of  them  in  the 
"  new  Company,  and  ten  per  cent,  of  the  whole  shall  have  been  paid  up  and  deposit- 
"  ed  in  some  chartered  Bank  or  Banks,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  and  of  the 
"Special  Acts  of  the  said  Companies,  and  secured  to  be  applied  to  such  purposes 
"  only  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  then  and  not  before,  the  said 
"Company  may  commence  the  said  Railway  and  the  \v  >rks  therewith  connected, 
"  and  shall  go  into  full  operation  in  full  respects :  Provided  always,  that  the  Survey 
"  for  the  said  Railway  may  be  commenced  and  made  by  the  said  Company  at  any 
u  time  after  the  passing  of  this  Act," 

"  XI.  Any  meeting  of  the  Directors   of  the  new  Company,  at  which  not  less 
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"  than  five  of  such  directors  shall  be  present,  shall  be  competent  to  exercise  and 
"use  all  and  every  of  the  powers  hereby  vested  in  the  said  Directors." 

"  XII.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Directors  of  the  new  Company  for 
"  the  time  being,  to  make,  execute  and  deliver  all  such  script  and  share,  certificates? 
"  and  all  such  bonds,  debentures,  mortgages,  or  other  securities  as  to  the  said  Di- 
"  rectors,  for  the  time  being,  shall  from  time  to  time  seem  most  expedient  for  rais- 
"  ing  the  necessary  capital  for  the  time  being  authorized  to  be  raised  by  the  said 
"  Company,  or  for  raising  any  part  thereof/' 

"  XIII.  All  bonds,  debentures  and  other  securities  to  be  executed  by  the  said 
"  Company,  may  be  payable  to  bearer,  and  all  such  bonds,  debentures  or  other  se- 
"  curities  of  the  new  Company,  and  all  dividends  and  interest  warrants  thereon 
"respectively,  which  shall  purport  to  be  payable  to  bearer,  shall  be  assignable  at 
"  law  by  delivery,  and  may  be  sued  on  and  enforced  by  the  respective  bearers  and 
"  owners  thereof  for  the  time  being  in  their  own  names." 

"XIV.  Calls  may  be  made  by  the  Directors  of  the  new  Company  for  the  time 
"  being  ;  Provided  that  no  call  to  be  made  upon  any  Company  holding  stock  in  the 
"said  Company  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  10  pounds  per  centum  upon  the  amount 
"  held  by  such  Company,  and  that  the  amount  of  any  such  calls  in  any  one  year 
"shall  not  exceed  fifty  pounds  per  centum  upon  the  stock  so  held." 

"  XV.  Deeds  and  Conveyances  under  this  Act  for  the  lands  to  be  conveyed  to 
"  the  said  Company  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  shall  and  may  be  as  far  as  the  title 
"to  the  said  lands  or  circumstances  of  the  parties  making  such  conveyance  will  ad- 
"mit,  be  made  in  the  form  given  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  marked  A.,  and  all 
"  Registrars  are  hereby  required  to  register  in  their-Registry  Books  such  deeds  on 
"the  production  thereof  and  proof  of  execution,  without  any  memorial,  and  to 
"  minute  every  such  entry  on  the  deed  ;  the  said  Company  are  to  pay  the  Registrar 
"  for  so  doing  the  sum  of  two  shillings  and  sixpence,  and  no  more." 

"  XVI.  And  whereas  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  said  Company  to  possess 
"gravel  pits  and  lands  containing  deposits  of  gravel  as  well  as  lands  for  stations 
"and  other  purposes  at  convenient  places  along  their  line  of  Railway  for  construct- 
"  ing  and  keeping  in  repair  and  for  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  said  Railway, 
"  and  as  such  gravel  pits  or  deposits  cannot  at  all  times  be  procured  without  buy- 
"  ing  the  whole  lot  of  land  whereon  such  deposits  may  be  found  ;  It  is  therefore  en- 
"  acted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Company,  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
"  ized,  from  time  to  time  to  purchase,  have,  hold,  take,  receive,  use  and  enjoy  along 
"along  the  line  of  the  said  Railway  or  separated  therefrom,  and  if  separated  there- 
"  from  then  with  the  necessary  right  of  way  thereto,  any  lands,  tenements  and  here- 
"ditaments  which  it  shall  please  Her  Majesty  or  any  person  or  persons,  or  bodies 
"  politic,  to  give,  grant,  sell  or  convey  into,  and  to  the  use  of  or  in  trust  for  the  said 
"  Company,  their  successors  and  assigns,  and  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said 
"  Company  to  establish  stations  or  workshops  on  any  of  such  lots  or  blocks  of  land, 
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"  and  from  time  to  time,  by  deed  of  bargain  and  sale  or  otherwise,  to  grant,  bargain, 
"sell  or  convey  any  portions  of  such  lands  not  necessary  to  be  retained  for  gravel 
"  pits,  sidings,  branches,  wood-yards,  station-grounds,  or  workshops,  or  for  effectually 
"  repairing,  maintaining  and  using  to  the  greatest  advantage  the  said  Railway  and 
"other  works  connected  therewith." 

"  XVII.  And  iu  order  to  aid  and  encourage  the  said  Railway  from  the  River 
"Ottawa  to  Lake  Huron ;  Be  it  enacted,  That  millions  of  acres  of  the  ungrant- 
"ed  lands  of  the  Crown  adjacent  to  the  line  of  the  said  Railway,  shall  be  and  are 
"hereby  set  apart  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act ;  and  whenever  any  portion  of  the 
"said  Railway,  not  less  than  twenty-five  miles  in  length,  shall  be  actually  complet- 
"ed  in  a  good  and  permanent  manner,  equal  at  least  to  that  in  whch  the  Rail- 
"  way  is  made,  and  with  Stations,  rolling-stock,  and  other  appurtenances  sufficient 
"for  the  proper  working  of  the  said  Railway,  then,  upon  the  repport  of  some  skilled 
"  Engineer  whom  the  Governor  shall  appoint  for  the  purpose,  and  the  approval  of 
"  such  report  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  upon  a  similar  Report  made  and  ap- 
proved in  like  manner  that  each  of  the  Companies  forming  the  said  new  Com- 
"pany  has  completed  in  like  manner,  with  proper  rolling-stock  and  appurtenances, 
"  a  portion  of  its  Railway  forming  part  of  the  general  line,  and  bearing  at  least  aa 
"  great  a  proportion  to  the  whole  length  of  such  part  as  such  the  Company's  share 
"in  the  stock  of  the  new  Company,  bears  to  the  whole  of  the  said  stock, — then 
u  there  shall  be  granted  to  the  said  Lake  Huron,  Ottawa  and  Quebec  Junction  Rail- 
"way  Company,  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  a  portion  of  the  said  four  millions  of 
"acres  of  land  lying  adjacent  to  the  portion  of  the  said  Railway  so  completed,  and 
"bearing  such  proportion  to  the  four  millions  of  acres,  as  the  length  of  the  portion 
"of  the  Railway  of  the  said  new  Company  so  completed  bears  to  that  of  the  whole 
"of  the  said  Railway  ;  and  such  grant  shall  be  a  free  grant,  and  the  Company  shall 
"have  full  power  to  alienate  tlyb  lands  so  granted,  and  to  deal  with  them  in  such 
"manner  as  they  may  think  proper." 

"  XVjII.  Subject  to  the  conditions  above  mentioned,  the  Directors  of  the  New 
"  Company  may  pledge  its  interest  in  the  said  lands,  as  security  for  any  sum  they 
"  find  it  necessary  to  raise  for  constructing  the  Railway  and  works  ;  but  any  of  the 
"  said  lands  which  may  be  granted  to  the  new  Company,  which  may  be  clear  of  any 
"such  pledge,  may  be  divided  among  the  several  Companies  composing  the  new 
"Company,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares  in  its  Capital  Stock,  and  the  por- 
tion of  such  lands  coming  to  each  Company  may  be  dealt  with  and  disposed  of  as 
"the  Company  shall  by  its  By-laws  direct." 

"XIX.  The  said  Railway  from  the  Ottawa  to  Lake  Huron  shall  be  commcnc- 
"ed  within  three  years  and  completed  within  seven  years  from  the  passing  of  this 
"  Act,  otherwise  the  powers  and  privileges  hereby  granted  shall  cease." 

"XX.  The  Company  hereby  incorporated  and  the  North  Shore  Railway  Com- 
"  pany,  the  Vaudreuil  Railway  Company  the  Montreal  and  By  town  Railway  Com- 
"  pany,  the  Bytown  and  Pembroke  Railway  Company,  and  the  Brockville  and 
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"  Ottawa  Railway  Company,  may,  if  they  deem  it  advisable,  unite  together  as  one 
"  Company,  and  to  such  union  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  passed  in  the  sixteenth 
"  year  of  Her  Majesty's  Reign  and  chaptered  respectively  thirty -nine  and  seventy-six, 
"  shall  apply  as  fnlly  as  to  the  Railways  and  Railway  Companies  therein  mentioned 
"and  the  Company  formed  by  snch  union  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  be  subject 
"to  all  the  obligations  of  the  new  Company  hereby  incorporated  :  Provided  always, 
"  that  the  corporate  name  of  the  Company  formed  by  such  union  shall  be  the  same 
"as  that  of  the  Company  hereby  incorporated." 

"  XXI.  All  provisions  of  law  inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  and  shall  be  for  the 
"purposes  of  this  Act  repealed  from  the  passing  thereof." 

"XXII.  The  expression  "the  new  Company"  in  this  Act,  shall  always  mean 
"the  Lake  Huron,  Ottawa  and  Quebec  Junction  Railway  Company,  hereby  incor- 
"  porafed  ;  the  expression  "  the  North  Shore  Railway  Company"  shall  mean  the 
"  Company  incorporated  by  that  name  by  the  Act  passed  in  the  sixteenth  year  of 
"  Her  Majesty's  Reign,  and  chaptered  one  hundred  ;  the  expression  "  the  Vaudreuil 
"Railway  Company"  shall  mean  the  Company  incorporated  by  that  name, .by  the 
"Act  passed  in  the  sixteenth  year  of  Her  Majesty's  Reign,  and  chaptered  one  hun- 
"  dred  thirty-four  ;  the  expression  "  the  Montreal  and  Bytown  Railway  Company'' 
"  shall  mean  the  Company  incorporated  by  that  name,  by  the  Act  passed  in  the  six-
